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HILE the Drinkers, as well as 
Venders of Spirituous Liquors, are 
ftruggling under the preflure of the 
A& 5; and many are forming 
Schemes for their relief, in hopes 
the Parliament will take their Cafe 
into farther confideration the next 
feffion: it may not be amils to take 
a view of the feveral methods hi 
therto propofed; in doing which | 
fhall remark the conveniencies or inconveniencies of each ; 

and afterwards propofe an expedient of my own, where- 
in I hall have a particular regard to fome of the interior 
claffes of Retailers, whofe Cafe has been almott wholly 
neglected by the Schemiits, and yet feems to deferve the 
compafiion and indulgence of the Legiflature as much as, 
if not more than any of the relt 

The methods hitherto propofed have been adapted by 
the feveral Writers according to the caufes, to which out 
of intereft, prejudice, or real concern for the welfare of 
the fubject, they have attributed the evij arifing from the 
abufe of home diftilled Liquors : which cautes are chiefly 
three, viz. the nature of the Liquor, the numbe.' of Re- 
tailers, and the cheapnefs of the Liquors. 

Mott of thofe who afcribe the evil to the firft caufe, con- 
fider Geneva, asa far more pernicious, inflaming, and at 
the fame time bewitching Spirit than any other, and are 
for that reafon for deftroying the whole Diftillery at once. 
But thejr notion of the qualities of this Liquor is as idle 
as their Remedy is wicked and cruel; for there is nothing 
in the compofition of Gin, which makes it more hurtful 
than French Brandy ; and as for its inticing quality, ei- 
ther Brandy or Rum muk be vaitly more agreeable to the 
palates of the generality of people. Thefe Virtuoli judge 
of the Liquor by the effect it has when drank to excels. 
But would not Brandy, Rum, and efpecially Arrack, be 
attended with as bad confequences if drank to excefs in 
the fame manner ? 

But fuppofing Gin was altogether as bad as they repre- 
fent it, what a monftrous remedy would they propofe ! 
To ruin 100,090 families at once, isa work oniy becom- 
ing Tartars and Savages, who have no fentiments of hu- 
manity, compailion or mercy. Nero himfel!, who with- 





ed the Romans had but one head, that he might cut it | 


off at a ftroke, could fearce think of a more crue! expedi- 
ent. What defolation and confulion would be introduced 
in the nation, were the power in fuch arbitrary hands ? 

Men who never make other people's cafe their own, are 
ever ready to impofe hardfhips which they do not feel 
themfelves or to fupprefs any publick bulinels which they 
have no intereft in fupporting, however detrimental or 
deftructive to others. An Uiurer or Lawyer crys, Down 
with the Diftillery, the bane of the nation; nor minds 
what the Diftillers fay in their own behalf. But was the 
an attempt made for fupprefling at once Ufury or the Mal- 
practice of the Law, thole notorious banes of the nation, who 
would be more forward to vindicate and fupport them than 
thofe very Ufurers and Lawyers? the evils might encreale 
till the whole nation was ruined, before they would once 
open their mouths to fupprefs them. Which fhews the 
true motive of fuch men’s zeal againft any vice or evil, 
is not any real view to the public good, but fome parti- 
cular intereit, caprice or difguft. And Why otherwile 
thould they have the health of the dregs of the people 
more at heart, than the health of one part of the middling 
fort of people, and the livelihood of another part. ; 

This Remedy therefore, on account of its extreme vio- 
lence, has been juitly condemned by all honeit men, who 
are moft averfe to Spirituous Liquors ; and can never pol- 
fibly be eftablifh’d by Law, fo long as any other expedi- 
ent can be thought of. 

Thofe who attribute the evil to the number of Retalers, 
propofe the making a confiderable reduétion of them ; 
which they would effect, either by limiting Retailers to 
certain claffes, or elfe by limiting the number of Retailers 
in every clafs. 

Of thele who are for limiting the claffes of Retailers, 
fome would confine the felling of Spirituous Liquors to 
Diftillers: others are for allowing all thofe who deal in 
Spirituous Liquors only, and excluding thofe who fell any 
thiag befides. 

If the firft of thefe methods was to take place, the ill 
confequence would be little inferior to that which would 
follow from the fuppreflion of the whole Dittillery, 


The greater number of Retuilers would be facrificed to 
the intereit of a few, which would on'y enrich the Dif- 
tillers without remedying the evil; nay, a greater evil 
would probably enfue, by fetting fo many thouland tami- 
lies adrift, which muft neceiTirily en¢reafe the number of 
our Beggars, Highwaymen, and Street Robbers, an evil 
equal to that of the Gin already. Should the Diftil 

lers, efpecially after propagating Retailers as much as they 
have done, delire any thing fo barbarous and inhumane, 

they would jultly deierve-no favour themfelves from the 
Legiflature. 

The laft method, which is by far the milder of 
two, would yet ruin a world of people, and what is {till 
worfe, would bring the punifhment almoit wholly on the 
innocent. Fortis well known that feveral thoufind fa- 
milies, many of them very numerous, fubiiit by keeping 
Coffee-houfes, and Chandlers thops 5 which requiring nei- 
ther much money nor experience to fet up, afford an ealy 
means of relief to indigent people, who being reduced ei- 
{ther by infirmities or misfortunes, or elfe bred to no trade, 
arc unable to get their livelihood any other way: and 
therefore fach torts of bufinels ought to be encouraged. 
But she great increafe of them making it difficult to live, 
they are conftrained to have recourfe to the (lelling of Spi- 
rituous Liquors alfa, in order to help out 5 and after all, 
their whole gain icarce fuffices to keep the majority of 
them from itarving 

However that be, it is certain the firft fort of bufinefs 
is fo great a check on the latter, that one hardly eve. fees 
any of thole houfes or fhops frequented by loofe and dii- 
orderly people, fuch as are indeed too often found in the 
inferior Gin-fhops and Ale houles, to which the evil is 
principally and almoit folely owing: the fight of fuch pei 
fons would drive away culomers, and ruin their other 
trade : nor does ever perhips a iolcier jet his foot within 
their doors 3 excepting the foldier, who co the great dif- 
jtre(s and often breaking of many, is quartered on them, 
| It is evident therefore, that thele 2 claffes of Retailers 
lconiribute but little to the evil! in compariion of the reit; 
\and confequently deferve mott indulyence, tho’ they have 
(commonly been treated with leait of all, for the very 
|reafon why they ought to be treated better. 
| Tis true, thereliesa particulas Ov} eétion igaintt Chand- 
lers felling diflilled Liquors: namely, that their fhops 
igive fervant maids an opportunity of tippling, which isa 
very popular, but idle objection. For tuppoling (far 
trom granting) that ali fervaut maids were G.n-drinkers, 
is there no way of reltraining them but by feading fo 
many thoufand families a begying ? can’t their maiers or 
hmiltreffles fend them immediately to the bikers, cheefe- 
;Mongers, grocers, &c. for what they want? No, fays an 
Objector, that would be very inconvenient: Chandlers 
thops are ufeful ; and if we fend our fervants to other pla- 
ces for what we want, they wil’, if they be fond of drams, 
call in at a Gin-fhop by the way. But would they not do 
the famein cafe the Chandlers fold none? whofe fhops 
they would for that very realon abandon. So that the 
evil would not be remedied much, if at all, by prohibit- 
ing Chandlers to feil it; and the hardthip would be fo 
much the greatef, jince they do not live fo much by thole 
who keep fervants, as thole who keep none. It may be 
truely faid, that fcarce ene in 20 who buy things of the 
Chandlers keep fervants. Now can any thing be more ex- 
travagantly unreafonable than to ruin 20 families, that 
the fervant maid or maids of one, might have no oppor- 
tunity of coming ata Dram. But indeed the cafe woul 
be quite otherwife, for if the greater part of the Chandlers 
ihops were down, houfe-keepers would lofe the conveni- 
ency without getting rid of the inconveniency, fo long 
as Drams were to be had elfewhere. 

The confequences of limiting the number of Retailers 
in every clafs, may be better or worfe ‘than thofe of li- 
initing the claffes themfelves, according as the duty laid 
on Licences, which is the means propofed tor limiting 
them, is more or lefs; if the duty be very great, it may 
amount to a total prohibition. in what better condition 
are Inn-keepers and Victualers, by being entitled to the 
benefit of Licences which they cannot purchafe, than 
Chandlers who feem to be whoily excluded from felling 
by retail ? and fuppoling the duty much more moderate, 
numbers would be ruined who ftand moft in need of fup- 
port; while this method tends only to enrich the reft, 
without remedying the evil in any tolerable degree. For 
were 2 thirds of the Retailers fhops down, the Gin-bib- 
bers would find enough left for their purpofe till. How 
cager are they at preient te find out the hops which ven- 
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ture to fell Drams? not caring how tar they go for it, fo 
they can meet with any at lait. . 

And afterall, perhaps it is not the number of Retailers, 
which makes tke evil abound ; the greatell milchief they 
do is to hurt one another, Put Gin but cut of the come 
mon people’s reach, and every houfe may be fuilcred to 
have a Gin-fhop. ; 

But were there a real neceflity for reducing their num- 
ber, methinks it ought to be done by degrees; and that 
not by fupprefling any of the prefent Reiailers, who do 
not keep diforderly houfes, but rather by hindering the 
farther increafe of them} and having limited the number 
of houfes that were to be licenced, to fupprefs them as 
fait as the prefent occupants deceafed, who had not chil- 
dren to fucceed them in the bufinefs. 

The Jaft caufe ailigned for the evil complained of, is 
the cheapnets of home diltilled Liquors; and thofe who 
afcribe it rather to this than either of the other 2 caules, 
are indifputably in the right: but like the relt, they are 
divided about the nature of the Remedy, fome being for 
a violent, others a mild one. ; 

Thofe who are forapplying extreme Remedies, are for 
laying aa exorbitant duty on diltilled Liquors in general 
that are retailed. Some have propoied no iefs than 4 
or 50 fhillings a gallons; which 15 in effeét to prohibit un- 
der colour of futfering them, and to iuppreis the ule ra- 
ther than the abufe of their, 

On the other hand, thofe who are for moderate me- 
thods, and have a tendernefs for the Retailers, as well as 
the welfare of the conimon people at heart, propole only 
laying fuch a duty on all nome dililied Liquors, as might 
reife the price of them to that of foreign Biancy and Rum, 
the dearnels of which, was ever a bar again’: the abufe 
of them, as experience thews, ana all agree. 

Thusa flop wil] be put to the evil, at leaftin a great 
degree (which is al! i) st need be cone) without doing any 
miichief: the Seller will have a liberty of retailing his 
Liquors ftil! ; and the vulgar, on whole account the Att 
was made, of buyiag Drams without mach danger of 
debauching themicives: seceufe as much money will go 
for one dram then as for jeveral before 3 and his ftock will 
be cut before he can get hunlelf half feas-over, as they 
call it. *Tis true, the Se'ler may mix his J.iquors with 
water, in order to fell them cheaper; but ilill the Buyer 
will have no more Spirits for his money than he had be- 
fore; befides, the effeéts of che quantity will be weaken- 
ed, both by the mixtuse, and being taken at 2 different 
times; fo that fuch an evafion of the A&t would do more 
good than hurt. 

Here then the Remedy would be effeétual, and yet 
not violent. Noone would have caufe tu complain more 
than another; al] would have an equal chance of getting 
their liviog; the advantage and diladvantage would be 
pretty equally diltributed amongit them 3 the innocent 
would {uffer no more than the guilty, and for the future 
would meet with fupport, while the latter would by de-, 
grees be fupprefled. 

It may till be faid by fome, that this is a violent me= 
thod, as it lays a reitraint both on the Seller and Buyer = 
but it muft be contidered, that a defperate difeafe ought 
to be cured by fome means, and this ts the mildelt Reme- 
dy that can poffibly be thought of. The Dillillers maft 
not expeét to have a liberty of deltroying the healths of 
the people, becaufe to be deprived of it will affect their 
interelt. ‘They ought to be content with being put om 
a foot with the Sellers of Foreign Brandys and Rum; and 
confider that fome of the inferior clafles of Retailers, wha 
are lefs able to bear it, will be the greateit tufferers. 

On the other hand, others think this Remedy would 
not be effectual enough. Even fome who have propoted 
it as an effectual Remedy, are yet for laying a tmall duty 
on Licences, in order to Jeffen the number of c.etailers, 
tho’ without any neceflity by their own account. So lit- 
tle regard moft people thew for the poor, who have never 
experienced theinfelves the mifery of being reduced, with 
their families, to want, 

But [ am againtt leffening the number of the Retailers 
for the reafons already given, and the rather fince a (mail 
duty on Licences will do it ; for this fhews how rar thofe 
people are already to ftarving, who fhould be deprived of 
a livelihood fo eafily : and therefore I think fuch ought to 
be treated with indulgence, and as thofe perfons deferva 
who have contributed leait tothe evil: for there is na 
danger, but they who entertain diforderly and vagrane

In free nations the mildeft remedies are always mott ef 
feclual for redrefling publick evils. However unwilling 
people may appear at firft to be deprived of any advania- 
ges which they have been long ia potleifion of 5 and tno’
